“Break Down the Wall.” 

According to UAM Director Chris- 
topher Scoates, the UAM aims to raise 
$600,000 by Christmas for its Plaza 
Re-Design Project, which includes 
breaking down a wall to give the VAM 
something it has never had before: a 
front entrance. 

UAM Associate Director Ilee Ka- 
plan said that more than half of the 
money needed for the project has al-

Forty-five years after its shutdown, 
the Cyclone Racer roller coaster may 
return to Long Beach. 

The Long Beach City Council voted 
in early October to investigate the fea- 
sibility of reconstructing and opening 
the historic ride to the community, cit- 
ing income possibilities and increased 
foot traffic as reasons for looking into 
its reconstruction. 

The city is investigating specifica- 
tions of the proposal, including where 
the new coaster — which will be built 
with private funds — would be con- 
structed, according to Sth District 
Council Member Gerrie Schipske.

of the Horn Center in an effort to make 
it more accessible to the public by situ- 
ating it closer to the parking structure.

centerpiece of the seaside amusement 
zone off of Pine Avenue known as the 
Pike, was closed in 1968 after its lease 
expired and commercial business was 
expanding in the area, according to 
Larry Osterhoudt, the project’s de- 
signer. 

The return of the wooden roller 
coaster would usher in new tourism for 
Long Beach and provide a classic, sea- 
side amusement for the city’s commu- 
nity, including Cal State Long Beach 
students, Schipske said. 

“The Cyclone Racer brought visi- 
tors from all over the country and was 
called the ‘King of Coasters,” Schip- 
ske said. 

Schipske said she placed the item 
on the City Council’s agenda after 
seeing the coaster’s proposal. She 
said she believes that current and 
coming generations will appreciate 
the ride because the new version will 
be built to the exact specifications 
of the original model, preserving its 
features.

For the past eight years, Cal State 
Long Beach students participating in 
the Alternative Spring Break program 
have gone to New Orleans to help re- 
build the city devastated by Hurricane 
Katrina in 2005. 

After all that time, English profes- 
sor Tim Caron said there is still work 
to be done. 

“You don’t have to go very far in 
New Orleans to find places that are 
still completely untouched,” Caron 
said. “Last spring ... we were building 
a house in the eighth ward. On either 
side of us, there was an abandoned 
house.” 

In order to prepare students chosen

for the New Orleans trip, the students 
must take a 3-unit, semester-long class 
called “politics of disaster,’ which is 
taught by Caron. 

In the class, students are taught 
about topics such as the diversity of the 
area, some physical science and history 
regarding the canals and policy deci- 
sions made after the hurricane passed 
through, according to Caron. 

However, readings and texts for the 
class have been changed to take into 
account new information that was not 
available when the program first start- 
ed, Caron said.

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“The designer has faithfully recon- 
structed the original masterpiece,” 
Schipske said. “It has two parallel 
tracks that weave in and out, crossing 
paths so that the two trains literally 
race each other to the finish.” 

Osterhoudt said he used aerial-view 
photographs of the original ride and 
analysis of a saved car from the coaster 
to reverse engineer the blueprints for the 
new coaster. 

“TThe Cyclone Racer] is a complete 
departure from anything out there,” 
Osterhoudt said. “It’s an incredible, 
one-of-a-kind design that is a master- 
piece of engineering.” 

Osterhoudt said that mapping out 
plans for the new coaster took nearly 17 


“It’s more of a historical event and 
less than an immediate event,” Caron 
said. “So one of the changes that I have 
to address is my students increasingly 
know less and less about it.” 

Brett Waterfield, director of student 
life and development (SLD), and Caron 
said students should take note of the 
policy decisions made because they can 
relate to other natural disasters. 

“They have the opportunity to com- 
pare and contrast [the] lessons learned 
and apply [them as they] go forward. I 
think that’s critical,” Waterfield said. 

According to Waterfield, student 
participants will continue to work with 
Habitat for Humanity to rebuild in the 
upper and lower ninth ward in east New 
Orleans. 


Waterfield said that the first two years 
of Alternative

were spent salvag- 
ing people’s be- 
longings. He said 
that when he first 
went to New Or- 
leans in 2006, the

“T’ve lived in Long Beach all my life, 
and the only ride we have really is the 
Ferris wheel,” Trinh said. “I feel like 
this [roller coaster] would bring a lot 
more traffic to Long Beach in general.” 

Osterhoudt said he would like to 
build the coaster on the water in the 
area next to the Queen Mary. Anoth- 
er possible location, he said, is near

Cal State Long Beach’s bowling 
team kicked off its season Saturday 
with hopes of being the first 49er team 
to make it to the National Champion- 
ship in Arlington, Texas this March. 

CSULB hosted the first two tourna- 
ments of its season over the weekend, 
with the Long Beach Open on Saturday 
and the 49er Invitational on Sunday. Sev- 
en other teams, including Arizona State 
University and San Jose State University, 
participated in the tournaments. 

CSULB placed fourth in the tourna- 
ment with a score of 6,356. San Jose 
State came in first with a grand total of 
7,341 points. 

The 49er bowling team will compete 
in 10 tournaments through February, 
traveling as far north as San Jose, Calif., 
and as far east as Phoenix to accumulate 
enough points to qualify for nationals.

“T think for any other club sports 
activities, you really don’t get praise 
unless you win nationals,” he said. 

The bowling club currently fields one 
competitive team, something that Van 
Der Haar said they would like to change. 

“We have eight members in our 
bowling team,” he said. ““We’re still 
recruiting. We want more bowlers.” 

Van Der Haar said that ideally, the 
club would field two more teams, a ju- 
nior varsity team and a women’s team. 

Spencer Van Rijsbergen, a fresh- 
man electrical engineering major and 
first-year bowling team member, said 
this year’s team shows promise.

continue,” Boehner said, according 
to Al Jazeera. 

Following the resolution, Obama 
commented on the shutdown. 

“Hopefully next time it won’t 
be in the 11th hour,’ Obama said, 
according to the Chicago Tribune. 
“We've got to get out of the habit of 
governing by crisis.” 

The cost of the 16-day shutdown 
was not cheap. 

Time magazine said that 
Standard and Poor’s estimated the 
government shutdown cost the 
economy nearly $24 billion. 


While we are glad to see the federal government reopened, 
we aren’t as satisfied with the deal reached in Congress. 

The deal doesn’t resolve any issues, including those pertaining to 
the Affordable Care Act and the government’s debt crisis.

Some criticisms leveled against ‘The Fifth Estate’ 


“The Fifth Estate” may be just as polarizing 
to audiences as the man upon which the film is 
based: WikiLeaks founder Julian Assange. 

Starring British actor Benedict Cumberbatch 
as the titular figure, “The Fifth Estate” has not 
been too well received as of late. 

In addition to a dismal opening weekend box 
office performance of approximately $1.7 million, 
the film has been at the center of scrutiny from 
Assange himself. 

“T believe that [“The Fifth Estate”’] is going 
to be overwhelmingly negative for me and the 
people I care about,” Assange wrote in an open 
letter to Cumberbatch on WikiLeaks. “It is based 
on a deceitful book by someone who has a ven- 
detta against me and my organization.” 

While some of Assange’s criticisms may be 
valid, it is clear that the film’s mission is not to 
portray Assange in a negative light. 
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Instead, the film merely asks an age-old 
question that should prompt fierce debate 
within the U.S. 

Rather than deliberately sway the opinions of 
audience members, “The Fifth Estate” serves as 
a brief backdrop to WikiLeaks’ meteoric rise to 
international notoriety. 

Those who want a more 
detailed description of 
WikiLeaks should research 
the topic more. 

In order to understand many of the criti- 
cisms leveled against “The Fifth Estate,” one 
must know the books upon which the film was 
based. 

A book written by former WikiLeaks spokesman 
Daniel Domscheit-Berg and journalists David Leigh 
and Luke Harding of The Guardian provides much 
of the backdrop for “The Fifth Estate.” 
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Understandably, Assange was upset that 
film executives did not directly contact him 
and ask for his personal views on the subject 
matter. 

The problem with Assange’s hurt feelings 
is that the film is neither a smear .campaign 
against him nor the defini- 
tive account of WikiLeaks’ 
rise to fame. 

Yes, “The Fifth Estate” 
casts Assange and Doms- 
cheit-Berg as two figures who become fed up with 
one another. 

It is not the film’s intent, however, to portray both 
characters inaneutral manner. 

Instead, “The Fifth Estate” tries to highlight 
the conflict between the more conservative 
Domscheit-Berg and the liberal Assange. 

“The Fifth Estate” is a political thriller bank-

ing on audience members who are interested in 
learning more about one of the most controver- 
sial figures in the 21st century. 

Yes, Assange is justified in some of his criti- 
cisms leveled against the film. 

If those marketing “The Fifth Estate” call it 
the definitive account of WikiLeaks’ rise, then 
they are wrong. 

Film marketers have not called “The Fifth 
Estate” the definitive account of Assange’s life, 
though, thus nullifying some of Assange’s criti- 
cisms. : 

Already a polarizing figure, Assange’s reputa- 
tion cannot be further tarnished by Cumber- 
batch’s portrayal of him. 

“The Fifth Estate” is a dramatization. To treat 
it as anything but a dramatization is foolish.

Gov. Brown doesn't have the authority to define what a family is 


Thanks to a bill passed earlier this month by 
Gov. Jerry Brown, children in California can now 
have more than two legal parents. 

According to the Los Angeles Times, the law is 
meant to “address the changes in family structure 
in California, including situations in which same- 
sex couples have a child with an opposite-sex 
biological parent.” 

California State Senator Mark Leno (D-San 
Francisco) defended the law when he told the LA 
Times that “courts need the ability to recognize 
these changes so children are supported by the 
adults that play a central role in...caring for them.” 

This is an interesting bill, to say the least. 

The law is something new, experimental and a 
radical change for California. 


Naturally, many people on the right end 
of the political spectrum are vehemently op- 
posed to this legislation, saying it violates the 
foundation of the family. 

They argue that in the long run, the law will 
only harm the child as it 
will create an unstable 
environment for the child. 

“The ones who are going 
to pay the price are not the 
activists, but it’s going to be children, who will 
see greater conflict and indecision over mat- 
ters involving their well-being.” President of the 
Pacific Justice Institute Brad Dacus told the LA 
Times. 

The question that should be asked by op-

ponents is not whether or not the legislation is 
morally right, but if the state has the authority to 
define what a family is. 

The legislation and the controversy around it 
raise some provocative questions. 

The family is one of the 
most personal and private 
institutions in the country. 

What a family does in pri- 
vate is the family’s business. 

Families should not have to justify their ac- 
tions, as long as they are not illegal. 

In theory, a family can have more than two 
parents raising the child if the family feels that is 
best for the child. 

But by passing this legislation, the state as- 


sumes that it has the power to enter a personal 
aspect of many people’s lives. 

The state should not have the power to define 
what a family is. That should be up to the indi- 
vidual families themselves. 

It’s scary that the state can dictate what is a 
family, regardless of an individual’s religious or 
personal beliefs on family. 

If the state can dictate what a family is, then 
could it also say what a family isn’t? 

This legislation is not wrong because it is of- 
fensive to some people. Rather, it gives the state a 
power that it should never have had in the first place.

“A Thousand Faces-Act I” is going 
to be performed theatrically.

Beats Antique is a group unlike any other that 
blends uniquely sounds into musical fusions that 
transcend the genre itself. Their new album, “A 
Thousand Faces-Act 1” is a fusion of Celtic, gyp- 
sy, electronic, rock and hip-hop, with an adven- 
turous progression that pays homage to the. late 
American mythologist Joseph Campbell. 

The new album mostly draws on influences 
from the Middle East but never fails to drop into 
the electronically rhythmic world fusion for which 
the San Francisco group is known for.

Bryon Russell among former 49ers at 
first men’s basketball alumni game 


LBSU alumni from as 
far back as 1980 play 
at the Pyramid.

Midway through the first half of 
Long Beach State’s men’s basketball 
alumni game Saturday, former 49er 
Terrence O’Kelley yelled from the 
bench across the court at a player who 
had just missed a shot. 

“You’re making us look old!” 

Alumni from as far back as the 
early 80s took the court at the Walter 
Pyramid. For every airball there. was 
a smile, and for every turnover there 
was a laugh in a lighthearted game that 
ended in an 84-84 tie. 

Former LBSU greats like Bryon 
Russell and Ed Ratleff showed up for 
the alumni game, with Russell still 
draining threes on the court and Ratleff 
electing to watch from the bench. 

Russell, who said he hadn’t even shot 
a basketball in more than a year, hit a 
buzzer-beating three at the end of the 
first half, showing off a bit of the shoot- 
ing stroke that earned him a 13-year ca- 
reer in the NBA. 

He also had his fair share of shots 
that didn’t go in, though, and he laughed 


about it between plays. 

“The airballs hurt,” Russell said. “I 
gotta hit the rim.” 

Russell was one of more than 30 alum- 
ni that played in or attended the game, 
which was organized by former team 
manager Kevin Fong. Fong said the game 
was the culmination of a four-month pro- 
cess of emails, texts and phone calls to 
players from across the country. 

“The turnout was better than | 
thought,” he said. “We went out last 
night to Legends and shared some mem- 
ories. It was like we never left college.” 

The general sentiment was that the 
game should become an annual event, 
with Russell and Athletics Director Vic 
Cegles both saying it needed to be the 
next LBSU tradition. 

“We have such an outstanding tra- 
dition here, and we need to honor it,” 
Cegles said. “These guys enjoy each 
other’s company ... They’re proud to be 
49ers. We have to do it every year.” 

The game itself was about as exciting 
as anyone could hope for. 

The. Black-jersey team jumped out 
to an early lead behind nine points 
from 2007-10 center Andrew Fleming. 
Thanks to contributions from Russell, 
O’Kelley and a handful of other former 
49ers, the Black team led 48-30 at one 
point. 

The Gold team stormed back, 
though, ultimately tying the game a 78. 
They exchanged points until the Black 
team went ahead 84-81 with the clock 


winding down. 

It was then that 1994-96 point guard 
Rasul Salahaddin nailed a 3-pointer to 
tie the game at 84 and provide a fitting 
ending to a game that was as fun as it 
was competitive. 

“T wish we could have played five 
more minutes, but that’s fine,” Russell 
said. “We all enjoyed it, we had fun, and 
nobody got hurt ... this was the first of 
many [alumni games]. We really need 
to do it again. It brings everybody to- 
gether.” 

Following the alumni game, the cur- 
rent LBSU team took the court for its 
second scrimmage of the year. The 
team also scrimmaged on Oct. 12, and 
head coach Dan Monson said he saw 
improvement between the two games. 

“T think this week we executed better, 
defended better, rebounded better,’ he 
said. “That’s all you can look for at this 
time of year, going week to week, be- 
cause we’re not even close to where we 
need to be ... last week it was scary how 
far we had to go, and this week it’s just 
frightful — frightful more than scary.” 

Forward Christian Griggs-Williams, 
a transfer from Mesa Community Col- 
lege, led the way for the Black team 
with 19 points. 

The Black team, which also featured 
Mike Caffey, Kris Gulley and former 
49er Larry Anderson, came back from 
a four-point halftime deficit to beat Dan 
Jennings, Tyler Lamb and the rest of the 
Gold team, 79-77.

Long Beach State cruises 
in sweep of Highlanders 


The 49ers dominate 
UC Riverside after 
beating Cal State 
Fullerton in five sets.

The Long Beach State women’s vol- 
leyball team took some time to find its 
momentum against UC Riverside, but 
the 49ers still were able to complete a 
sweep with scores of 25-16, 25-15 and 
25-8. 

Chisom Okpala hit a .389 with nine 
kills and had a team-leading six blocks 
for the night. Alex Reid also had nine 
kills with Delainey Aigner-Swesey 
adding eight kills and a team-leading 
13 digs. Erin Juley dished out 28 assists 
and three of the team’s 38 kills. 

The match started at a slow pace, 
but Mackie was able to make the 49ers’ 
(11-9, 4-3 Big West Conference) first 
kill to put them up 4-0. Both teams 
struggled to put the ball down, as they 
acquired only 11 kills combined more 
than half way through the set. But it 
was the 49ers’ defense at the net that 
gave them a 16-8 lead. 

A Mackie kill gave the 49ers their 
biggest lead at 18-8, but a few unforced 
errors gave the Highlanders (1-17, 0-6 
Big West) a three-point run to reduce 
the lead at 20-14. Juley ended the set 
with a dump in the middle. 

The 49ers couldn’t put the ball away 
after the Highlanders took the first kill 
that allowed them to stay in the lead for 
the first 13 points. 

Aigner-Swesey took the first un- 
touched kill at 5-7 and a Juley and 


Okpala block and a kill from Reid tied 
them at 7-7. But the Highlanders came 
back to take the lead again for the next 
11 points. 

After a Mackie block for another tie 
at 13-13, the 49ers stayed ahead as the 
Highlanders made six unforced errors 
with Chelsea Cabrajac serving the last 
six points to end the game. 

The Highlanders trailed the 49ers 
the entire third match by as much as 
18 points. A quick play in the middle 
ended the 49ers’ 11-point run at 16-4, 
but the 49ers quickly got it back and 
went on a seven-point run that ended 
after a hard block from Aigner-Swesey 
and Okpala. The Highlanders went on 
a three-point run at game point, but a 
service error quickly ended the match. 

The Highlanders had 21 kills but hit 
a -.054 due to their 26 hitting errors. 
Christina Maietta contributed five kills, 
Maddie Hubbell with 10 digs and Nae 
Bender with 13 assists. 

Although the 49ers have a hard-hit- 
ting team, they struggled many times 
during the game to put the ball down 
right away. 

“Usually when you find it hard to 
score against a team, it’s because their 
defense is good,’ head coach Brian 
Gimmillaro said. 

The win over UCR followed a vic- 
tory over Cal State Fullerton that went 
five sets. 

The 49ers came back from down two 
sets to none, dominating the third and 
fouth sets to beat the Titans (9-9, 2-4 
Big West) 20-25, 21-25, 25-13, 25-19 
and 15-13. 

Okpala said she believes an inspira- 
tional talk her team had about the game 
against CSUF helped with their victory 
against the Highlanders. 

The 49ers will host one match next 
Saturday against UC Irvine at the Wal- 
ter Pyramid at 7 p.m. 
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49ers win big in Irvine, tie Hawaii at home 


LBSU fails to score 
against Hawaii after it 
-beats UCI on the road 
for the first time.

The Long Beach State women’s soc- 
cer team split a weekend series on the 
road and at home, wrapping the two- 
game slate up with its first ever win 
at UC Irvine before battling toward 
a-scoreless draw against Hawaii at 
George Allen Field. 

The ‘Niners (8-5-1, 2-1-1 Big West) 
entered Thursday’s black and blue ri- 
valry game against UCI (8-6-0, 3-2-0) 
having never won at Anteater Stadium 
in a regular season match. 

But two goals by freshman Mimi 
Rangel and seven saves by sophomore 
Kaci McCain helped the 49ers notch 
their first win in Irvine, 2-1, since the 
team’s inaugural season in 1983. 

Coming off their big win at UCI, the 
49ers took a scoreless stalemate with 
Hawaii to double overtime on Sunday 
with neither team 

“They’re both completely different 
games,” Ingrassia said. “The spaces 
that [each team] was giving us was 
completely different. No two games are 
the same so you can’t really compare.” 

The rivalry between the 49ers and 
Anteaters has gained steam over the 
better part of the last decade, but it was 
the performance of two first-year LBSU 
starters, facing UCI for the first time, 
who determined Thursday’s outcome. 

“We’re so far into the season that 
we’re not really considered freshmen

anymore,” Rangel said. “I owe it all to 
these girls. They’re the ones that help 
me prepare for big games like [Thurs- 
day’s].” 

Head coach Mauricio Ingrassia said 
his team came into Thursday’s match 
aware of the kind of pressure they were 
going to be faced with, given that the 
first-place Anteaters have historically 
given the ‘Niners a tough time on their 
own turf. 

But this year’s “Niners are made up 
of a lot of new players who have never 
played UCI and were able to ignore the 
past and continue to progress as they’ve 
done since the beginning of the season. 

“T feel like we came in with confi-

dence,” Ingrassia said. “We came in 
moving the ball, and I think it was big 
of the team to have that type of compo- 
sure under a lot of pressure.” 

Instead of the ‘Niners fighting for 
a single goal late in the second half, 
which has been a common case so far 
this season, Rangel gave the ‘Niners a 
comfortable 2-0 lead shortly after half- 
time : 

“Tt takes off some of the pressure 
when we can score goals,” Ingrassia 
said. 

The first of Rangel’s two goals came 
in the 22nd minute, when she took a 
shot just outside the right corner of 
the box that led the ball to float into 
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the very top left corner of the net. The 
freshman struck again in the 53rd min- 
ute on a pass by Hannah Sanders to put 
The Beach up 2-0. 

“This past week the coaches and the 
older players stressed so much how big 
this game was going to be and how big 
of a rival they are,” Rangel said. “I just 
get so pumped hearing how crazy the 
game is going to be. For me to experi- 
ence it myself, it’s very exciting.” 

The Anteaters outshot the ‘Niners by 
a considerable margin of 14-4 but Mc- 
Cain saved a career-high seven shots 
while UCI’s Corey Tobin saved just 
one. 

LBSU’s tendency to struggle for its 
first goal early in the match seemed 
corrected on Thursday against UCI, but 
on Sunday the issue resurfaced. 

“The first half we played at our 
tempo, which is good,” Ingrassia said. 
“The second half heated up. I thought 
for sure we’d get one, but that’s soccer 
sometimes.” 

After a back-and-forth scoreless af- 
fair for much of the first half, the ‘Nin- 
ers applied increased pressure on the 
Rainbow Wahine, but two key saves by 
goalkeeper Monk Berger contibuted to 
the scoreless draw. 

Four minutes into the second half, 
Celeste Dominguez shot a ball toward 
the deep top right corner of the net but 
Berger was just able to get her finger- 
tips on the ball to block the shot. 

In the 68th minute, Rangel, LBSU’s 
hero from Thursday’s game, was given 
a penalty kick that was awarded to 
Lizzy Lyons, but the ball ultimately 
bounced off the left post as the ball and 
The Beach’s go-ahead goal opportunity 
rolled away. 

The ‘Niners will next return head to 
Cal State Northridge on Friday for their 
final regular season road game. The 
match will start at 7 p.m.
